Thomas M. Bowen,{Senator-electfrom 


Colorado, is an Iowa man. 
He was 


born in Henry county. 
He was elected 


to the Legislature from the Wayne and 
Henry County District in 185B, when 
only 21 years old. 
He went into the 


army daring the war, drifted into A: 
kansas and became a Judge. 
He made 


a memorable speech on the opening of 
that famous railroad built for 300 miles 
with only ten miles of rail. The road 
was to get certain grants of land on the 
completion of each ten miles of road. 
The rails were theu taken upland moved 
ahead ten miles and relaid. 
When 300 


miles were completed there was a jubi- 
lee and Bowen made a remarkably hu 
morous speech. 


Whnt the Slow Census Will Cost. 


The plan of General Walker to com- 


plete the tenth census contemplates a 
reduction of the volume reports on 
special topics from 11,000 to about 
8,000 pages. General Walker adds that 
all reports not already printed are in a 
fair state of progress. 
General Walker, 


if granted the necessary money, says he 
will bring the whole business to a close 
during the current calendar year. 
The 


expense of this census will be about 
nine and a half cents per head of the 
population, against uiua ueuta in the 
ninth census. 
Aa appropriation of 


$200,000 will boauoagh to complete the 
work. 


The Springfield, Illinois, Journal, in 


an article on the Senatorial contest in 
Minnesota, says: "At this distance we 
find it difficult to comprehend the occa- 
sion 
for 
the bitter and uncompro- 


mising opposition made to Senator 
Windom in tae Minnesota Legislature, 
in the choice of an occupant for his seat 
in the United Strtes Senate. Senator 
Windom is a man of decided ability, 
and has achieved a National reputation, 
which was recognized by his appoint- 
ment to the head of the Treasury De- 
partment by the late President Garneld. 
He is by large odds the mosf prominent 
Republican leader of {(Minnesota, and 
has been in a position to be regarded ao 
a possible candidate for the Prasideucy. 
Yet balloting has'been going on for sev- 
eral days, without result, while men 
scarcely known beyond the connues of 
the State, and with no National reputa- 
tion, are contesting for the seat with 
just strength enough to defeat au elec 
tion. 
Republicans generally lie vory 


much in the condition of the Journal. 
They find it difficult to comprehend a 
movement that has for its object the 
defeat of one of the most influential 
Kepn blicans in the Northwest. 


The Republicans seem to know what 


they weie at in voting for Pendletou's 
Civil Service bill. No Democrat can 
conscientiously work for the election of 
a President, who were he elected would 
not be in a position to declare dividends. 
He might be never so good a President 
—as good perhaps as a Republican Pres- 
ident, but without the gift of offices in 
his power he would be but as sounding 
brass and tinkling cymbals. 
Tbo Re- 


publicans having the offices will fight to 
keep them. 
The Democrats having 


none, and *no hope of obtaining any, 
won't have any particular motive for 
fighting, to speak of. And yet Pendle- 
ton expects to be President on the 
strength of his Civil Service farce. 
He 


has put his foot in it by fathering the 
bill, though should tho whirligig of time 
and the mishaps of politics place him 
an the President's chair, 
ha would 


doubtless put his foot ou it. 


Shelby M. Cullom, elected by the 


Illinois Legislature to succeed David 
Davis in the United States Senate, is a 
public man with a good record, as we 
find it stated by an Illinois paper: 


He was born in Kentucky in 1829, but 


removed to Illinois at an early age. 
In 


1855 he was admitted to the bar; in 
1856 he was a Presidential elector on 
the Filmore ticket and was elected to 
•the Legislature. In 1860 he was re- 
elected on the Republican ticket aud 
became Speaker of the House. 
He 


served in the Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, 
Forty-first and Forty-second Congresses, 
and in 1868, while Chairman of the 
Committee ou Territones, introduced a 
bill for the abolition of Mcrmonisin. 
Ho was returned to the State Legisla- 
ture, and was again choben Speaker in 
1872. 
In 1874 he was re-elected to the 


same body. Two years later he was 
elected Governor by a very large major- 
ity over Lew Seward, Greenback-Demo- 
crat, and in 1830 he defeated ex-Senator 
Lyman Trumbnll for the same office.

Men who are the embodiment o 
these virtues freeze their heels in Sue 
cess's ante-room, while those who are 
strangers to the practice of any of them, 
are to be found in an inner chamber 
hob-nobbing with Success, and drinkiuj 
success to Success. We conclude than 
that the finger-boards professing to in- 
struct the wayfarer as to the attainment 
of position, wealth or power, are fre- 
quently deceitful. 
There are many 


doors to Success, but they are arrangec 
on the time-lock plan, and one key, i 
applied at the right moment, will open 
any and all of them. In other words to 
do the right thing at the right time, am 
to avoid the doing of wrong tilings be- 
tween times, is the true secret of sue 
cess, you may not always know jus 
what the right thing is, or when thi 
right, time is, but you may safely de- 
pend that the successful ones did not 
know any better than you, from whiuh 
we infer that luck and success are no: 
enemies. 
But keep on deck; have your 


key ready, and when the right niche up 
pears thrust it in and open the door. 
Do not be discouraged with fifty fail 
nres. Remember Ben Butler—how long 
it has taken him to work the combina- 
tion on the Governor's door in Mass- 
achusetts! Finally the right niche came 
round, and presto! Success met him in 
the hall passage, and is now seated on 
his lap in the best room. Still he is uol 
satislied, and if he can again no the 
right thing at the right time he wil 
eventually burglarize the Presidency. 
If then, you would be successful jou 
must succeed, and here's success to 
you.

THE COLORADO UIVEK. 


[Lyon County Times.1 


Hitherto uuduhcr redly neglected, the 


Colorado river is now coming into 
prominence as a geographical feature of 
our State. Its position on the extreme 
southeast corner of the State and the 
distance of that section from the more 
populous portions, baa caused its actual 
importance as a possible high way to 
be overlooked. 
Careless observers of 


the State maps have also failed to notice 
the extent of our boundary which is in 
the channel of this stream, and but few 
of those who know that Nevada has 210 
miles of the Colorado, on her boundary 
line, are aware that it is a considerable 
stream, navigable at certain seasons by 
200-ton veusela. 
The 
appropriation 


called for by tbe joint resolution of Mr. 
Howell, of Lincoln county, will remove 
the slight obstructions which prevent 
navigation during the dry 
season, 


and the southeastern sections of the 
State would have cheap watar transpor- 
tation for agricultural and mining pro- 
ducts, which are now valueless, owing 
to the cost of carriage being greater than 
the market proceeds. 
Along the river 


are many immense ledges of low grade 
ore which could be profitably worked if 
water transportation could be had for 
tho bass bullion produced, and these 
minus with the industrial and agricul- 
tural interests which would arise from 
the improvements contemplated, would 
change what is now a section suffering 
under great business depression, into 
one enjoying a fair and permanent era 
of prosperity. 
Nor would our own 


State alone be benefitted; on the Ari- 
zona side there are valuable gold mines 
which cannot be profitably worked on 
account of the exorbitant charges for 
freight, also copper mines, which would 
yield immense returns if their products 
could be taken to market.

Thia we conceive 
to be a measure, the importance of 
which overshadows anything that has so 
far come up for legislative discussion, 
and we are somewhat surprised that, up 
to the present, nothing'material-seems 
to have been reached in the considera- 
tion of the matter, if, in fact, the prop- 
osition is not kept entirely in abeyance. 
It is universally known that no further 
very considerable reduction can be 
made in the expenses of oar State gov- 
ernment 
except 
by 
Constitutional 


amendment. Even the saving thus cal- 
culated on is insignificant when com- 
pared with the possible reduction of ex- 
penditure in county government. This 
is the leak at the bunghole. 
The tax 


for the State is 90 cants on the $100. 
For county purposes it is as follows, ex- 
clusive of the cost of municipal govern- 
ment: Churchill, $1 90; Doaglas, $2 10; 
Elko, $1 85; Esmeralda, $2; Eareka, 
$1 70; Hnmboldt, $1 70; Lander, $3; 
Lincoln, $2 85; Lyon, $2 15;-- Ny», 
$2 35; Ormsby, $2 35; Storey, $2; 
Washoe, $1 35; White Pine, $2 50. 


Now, why could not Storey, Lyon, 


Ormsby and Douglas be merged into 
one? 
Why might not Washoe and 


Churchill be consolidated? 
And, to 


carry the process of unification further, 
why not Eureka and White Pine be 
placed under one county government, 
the same of Humboldt and Elko, of 
Lincoln ^aud Nye and Lander and 
Estnerulda? This arrangement would 
reduce the number of expensive and 
burdensome county governments from 
fourteen to five, thus lopping off nine 
county organizations. 
Of course this 


is merely a hint, and is not thrown out 
arbitrarily. 
As to the particular coun- 


ties to be brought together under the 
same government, that can be deter- 
mined better 
by those immediately 


affected by the 
consolidation. 
We 


merely make tho suggestion, in an en- 
tirely unofficial way, for those in office 
to consider. 
If only one or two county 


organizations could be wiped out there 
would be an almost immediate rebound 
in matter of finance that would result 
in profound relief. As a striking ex- 
nmple of what we aim at, of what earth- 
ly necessity is the county government 
of Lyou county? Why could not the 
people's money, obtained by onerous 
taxation to keep it up, be saved by 
annexing Lyoa to Storey? Pretty much 
all that there is of both counties is 
comprised in a circle, the radius of 
which is five or six miles. But^the 
matter of distances, which is an obstacle 
in the consolidation of counties having 
large areas, such as Lincoln, Nye, E.->- 
meralda, Humboldt and Elko, is not of 
sufficient seriousness to counter-balance 
the groat saving involved in the propo- 
sition we are discussing. The incon- 
venienue of a f ciw oitizeas is not to be 
considered as against economy in the 
interest of all. 


Aa we have said, the project of con- 


solidating as many counties as practica- 
ble we believe is of overshadowing im- 
portance, and it is to be hoped that it 
will meet with all the consideration 
from the Legislature that its seriousness 
at the present time demands. 
This 


article ou the subject is entirely crude, 
of course, but if it tends iu any way to 
elicit interest and call attention to the 
matter, whjich seems to have fallen into 
the background, its purpose will have 
been fully accomplished." 


A CAlttJO OF CAlll' 


To bo Distributed iu the Western 


ul Territories. 


A Washington dispatch of January 


29th, reads as follows: 


Young carp were shipped for the West 


last uight. This consignment is in- 
tended to supply those States which are 
fiomowhat inaccessible. They will be 
distributed among the following States 
und Territories: Toxas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, California, Nevtida, Washing- 
ton, Oregon, Iduho and Wyoming. The 
shipment goes u large part of the way 
over the I3ennsylvimia railroad, which 
has established u speciuUrate for the 
purpose. It ia attached to one of the 
fast trains. . The car is especially fitted 
up for the purpose of carrying young 
fish of all kinds. It is provided with 
refrigerating apparatus of the most up- 
proved construction. The greater part 
of the weights is placed in the bottom of 
the oars, so as to avoid'top heaviness-'. 
Five messengers accompany the ship- 
ment, as the journey is very fatiguing 
and it is necessary that two be on hand 
day and night to watch the fish and 
crates of water. The present shipment 
is somewhat of an experiment, as there 
are certain new features iu this car that 
have never been tried. 
If these fish 


get through in safety German carp will 
be colonized in every State and Terri- 
tory of the Union. Most favorable re- 
ports tire received from every direction 
of the growth of these fish.

You will be 
strictly governed thereby and will exer- 
cise the greatest vigilance and employ 
the most decisive action in carrying the 
same into effect: 


Whenever relinquishments of pre- 


emption, homestead, or timber culture 
filings or entries are presented at your 
office within such time after entry, or 
under such circumstances in respeot to 
actual or presumptive date of the execu- 
tion of such reliiiquiahmeuts, or in r«- 
•pect to the sale or traffic therein, or 
otherwise, as 
to 
afford 
reasonable 


ground to believe that the filing or 
entry was fraudulently made lor specu- 
lation and not in good faith as required 
by law, you will withhold your accept- 
ance of such relinqaishmeutH and report 
the facts to this office. 


Section 2 of the Act of June 14, 1878, 


requires a timber culture applicant to 
make oath that his filing and entry is 
made for the cultivation of timber and 
f«r his own exclusive use and benefit, 
aud that he makes the application in 
good faith aud not forjthe purpose at 
speculation or directly or indirectly for 
the use or benefit of any other person 
or persons whomsoever, and that he 
intends to hold and cultivate the land 
and to fully comply with the provisions 
of the Act. 


Obviously a timber culture entry can- 


not have been mada in good faith when 
the relinquishment thereof is executed 
at the time of entry or ia immediately 
thereafter offered for sale, or offered for 
sale at any time as a matter of specula- 
tion. 


The fact that a relinquishment of any 


filing or entry is executed at the date of 
filing or entry or immediately thereafter 
is of itself sufficient evidence that th* 
filing or entry was fraudulently made. 
Keliuquishmeuts iu such cases will be 
promptly rejected aud the facts reported 
to this office. 
When the evidence of 


reliuquishment at date of entry ia con- 
clusive or ascertainable you will also 
report the facts to the U. S. District 
Attorney or enter complaint before the 
nearest 17. S. Commissioner, in order 
that parties guilty of taking false oaths 
or fraudulently attempting to enter pub- 
lic lands may be criminally prosecuted. 


Where relinquishmeuts are executed 


in blank and the datus subsequently 
filled in, the reliuquishment will be 
deemed, for the purpose_of adjudication 
by tkis office, to have bseu executed at 
date of entry. 


The fact that a relinqaishmeut of an 


entry or filiug is at any time put iu the 
market as a matter of oommou sale and 
speculation or that such roliuquishment 
is in any manner made the subject of 
speculative negotiation, is presumptive 
evidence that the claim was fraudulent 
in its inception. 


This presumption may be overcome 


by proof showing the circumstances 
under which the entry is proposed to be 
reliuquished'where such circumstances 
afford sufficient grounds for the relin- 
quishtuent without impeaching the good 
faith of the entry. But thu burden of 
proof in such cases will be upon the 
entry uiau to show his good faith, and 
the evidence must ba clear uud convinc- 
ing. 


The first Section <a£ the Act of May 


14, 1880, provided that when a pre-emp- 
tion, hoinestead, or 
timber 
culture 


claimant shall tile a written relinquiah- 
ment of his claim in the laud office, the 
land covered by such claim shall be held 
as open to settlement aud entry without 
further action on the pisrt of tho Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office. 


This Act refers to boiui fide reliu- 


quishmsnts of bona fide entries. An 
entry fraudulent in its inception is not 
tin entry capable of being relinquished. 
It is an entry to be canceled upon a 
proper showing of the facts and circum- 
stances of the case, whereupon the laud 
will become subject to proper entry by 
the first legal applicant. 


Purchasers of 
relinquishments of 


fraudulent filings or entries should 
understand that they purchase at their 
own risk so far as the United States is 
concerned, and must seek'their own 
remedies under local laws against those 
who, 
by imposing such relinquishmeuts 


upon them, have obtained their money 
without valuable consideration.

CAPTCKED. 


Two or the Central Pacific Train 


Robbers Captured, and Th«lr 
Companions) Besieged In Their 
Htockade in tbe Mountains, 


SALT LAKE, Jan. 29.—To-night at 10 


o'clock Mr. Dooley, Agent of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., received a telegraphic 
message, dated at Dee eret, Utah, stating 
that Orrin Nay and Frank Hawley; two 
of tbe robbers engaged in the Central 
Pacific train robbery, had been captured 
and had just been brought to that place 
byJ. S. Black. It seems that an at- 
tacking party had been organized, who 
went to Swassy 
Springs, thirty-five 


miles north of Deseret Station, on the 
Utah Southern Bailroad. The attack- 
ing party surprised two of the^robbers, 
Nay and Hawley, at a horsejcorrul or 
range. 
When they were ordered to 


surrender they began firing. Seventy- 
five shots were exchanged. The horses 
of the two robbers weru killed and Nay 
was mortally 
wounded, being shot 


through the body and legs. The attack- 
ing jmrty'reoeived no injuries. 
Hawley 


was also shot through the legs. Their 
comrades—Frank Francis, Kan Ander- 
son and Cubbea—are in their stockade, 
and are surrounded by a party sent by 
Dooly from Deseret. The besieging 
party are expecting to be reinforced by 
a party commanded by Officer Deal arid 
SheriffJJBrown, of Ogden, sent oat by 
the Central Pacific from Montello. This 
party was at Deep Creek Friday, and 
would make the junction to-day. The 
robbers are well fortified, and it may b« 
found necessary to use a howitzer to 
dislodge them. The wounded robbers 
confess all. They were engaged in the 
Deep Creek robbery, as well as the at- 
tack on the Central Pacific train. They 
say they wanted to make one good haul 
and then retire. 
They will be brought 


to this city to-morrow, arriving at 10 
o'clock A. u.
